ROCKY MOUNTAIN SPOTTED FEVER VACCINE 


The first of the supply of Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever vaccine for the coming season will be available 
about February 1, for distribution from the Public 


Health Service Laboratory at Hamilton, Montana. 


Although the amount of vaccine to be prepared will 
be considerably in excess of the supply of previous © 
years, it is impossible to know what proportion will 
be usable. However, it is probable that the new 
supply will be at least as large as last year. The fol- 
lowing points concerning the distribution and use of 
the vaccine are much the same as in previous years. 


1. Requests for vaccine should be addressed to the 
Officer in Charge, U. S. Public Health Service, Ham- 
ilton, Montana. 


2. Each request should specify the number of 
persons to be vaccinated or the number of cubic centi- 
meters needed on the basis of 4 ¢.c. to each adult. 


3. The vaceine is expensive to manufacture and 
amounts requested should be limited to such use as 
ean be positively foreseen. 


4. The vaccine is furnished to hvaicintin without 
charge and the fee for administration should be | 
nominal. 


5. The demonstrated value of this vaccine Is 
prophylactic. However, there is evidence that vnae- 
cine administered soon after the bite of an in): 
tick may result in a considerable amelioraiwn oj 


(Ct ed 


symptoms and a shortening of the course of infection. 


This appears quite probable if one is dealing with 
strains of virus that cause the milder types of infec- 
tion. If the strain, however, should be of the highly 
fatal type, the value of the vaccine when thus used 
18 problematical ; it is even possible that it may be 
injurious. 


6. Attention is again called to the fact that the 


therapeutic use of. the vaccine is not recommended. 
Of the physicians who have so used it, some feel 


that it has been advantageous, others that it has been 
detrimental. If a highly fatal type of infection is 
concerned, it appears certain that its use in this man- 
ner is definitely contra-indicated. 


7. It is particularly requested that the officer in 
charge of the Hamilton laboratory be advised imme- 


diately of any cases of spotted fever which may 


oeeur in vaccinated persons and that as detailed a 
clinical record as possible be kept of such cases.
